There aro enough difficulties in the 


way of producing good tobacco, without 
ailding the insurmountable ono of neg- 
leot. Let every plant be properly attend- 
ed to, hood, suc-koreJ, and properly 
primed, and it your land is of inferior 
tilth, don't attempt to raise a ton to the 
acre. Put plants u fair distance apart, 
and see that suckers do not grow, to ab- 
sorb the substance that should go to the 
leaves, and that the plant does not grow 
high and apindlmg. If, on the other 
hand, tho ground is rich and fertile, place 
tho plants at tho minimum distance apart, 
and pay tbe strictest attention to sucker- 
ing and to toppiug. 


When tho plants are ripe, :ut them, 


and if they aro green, do not Jot a possible 
frost or hail storm scare you into cutting 
them prematurely. 


Keep your eyes nud ears open to loam

Tho broad leat varieties 
havo never equalled this old fashioned 
variety. The reasons for growing seed 
leat instead of Havana ;are given by the 
growers .about as follows: An acre of 
land that is suitably fertilized to produce 
1,200 pounds of Havana seed, would, 
with the same fertilization nnd care, pro- 
duce about 2,000 pounds ot seed leaf. 
The difference in the price is so slight 
that tho seed loaf brines the most money 
when the crop is sold, — Ameritmi Culti- 
vator.
